Immoral Music. 


It may be soberly questioned wheth- 


er certain styles of music that are much 
in vogue do not. on the whole, exercise 
a debilitating and even Immoral influ- 
ence, says Waldo S. Pratt in The At- 
lantic, not because thoy are technically 
poor, but because their very beauty and 
charm enable them to instill a peculiar- 
ly insidious miasmatic poison of sen- 
suality or of luxurious indolence or of 
downright pessimism. How is the stn 
dent to be put on his guard agairipl 
these deadly forms of delight or ho 
taught to offset their influence by other 


i forms that express a sturdy, noble nnd 


I trustful ideality except through proo- 
tssrs of education? It is toward tho 
establishment of manly and risihtooua 
standards in every field of spiritual ex- 
perience that a college system should 
always strive, and, just as this has al- 
ready been done In our colleges for lit- 
erary art and in some measure for tho 
arts of design, so should it be for tho 
great art of totw. 


This, too, is a comparatively new 


idoal in musical education, but one 
whose Importance is already clearly 
seen by our more thoughtful musical 
workers. It Is the sight of it that gives 
them assurance and self respect in 
their work and a missionary onthusl-' 
nsm for tholr beloved art. Sooner or 
later something of the Fame liig-ii re- 
gard for music and its educative values 
will ponotrnte the minds of thoso who 
administer the colleges of our Innd and 
will load them to see that such a con- 
tention is neither extreme .nor unprac- 
tical.

In a great act down at Big Shanty in 
June, 18G4. 
The army was working 


its way toward Atlanta, and it was 
laining as only southern clouds could 
rain on Uncle Sam's soldiers wlien 
wagons were behind anU there was no 
shelter. General Sherman's tent had 
been pitched near the road, and the 
general had just taken off his heavy 
boots and put on a pair of snow while 
btocklngs and loose slippers and other- 
wise made himself comfortable when 
there was an uproar on the road near 
his headquarters. 


"A man who bad been whipping the 


mules of his team to make them pull 
became exasperated beyond endur- 
ance, and, using the butt end of bis 
heavy whip, began to club the mules 
o\ei the bead. lie was so brutal that 
some of the soldiers passing protested, 
and this increased bis lage. 
TLc 


scieums of the belabored mules, the 
OUIMJS of the enraged teamster and 
the shouts of the soldiers made a din 
like a riot, but the brutal beating went 
on. 


"Suddenly the flap of General Slier- 
nan's tent wns thrown abide nnd the 
Igure of a tall, bare headed officer in 
'aligue dress, white stockings and slip- 
id s Tins projected through the rain 
nto the center of the melee This was 
'Jeneml Sherman, and without a word 
le seim] the irate teamster by the ear 
ind fairly lifted him ftom his feet. 
There wns instant quiet. The mules 
down In the mud waited for the next

The teamster, roropni/ing the

"On another o< cnsioti I saw Sherman 


In a different mood. "We were making 
a night march, .swinging to the right 
around Keiiesaw. The nipht was us 
dnik :n they make them do\ui in Geor- 
gia, and we maiehod all night without 
talking, under vvhupercd orders, the 
nun being guided in tlie line of march 
by bunches of white raw cotton pinned 
on the shouldeis of those In front. 
Canteens and haversacks were tied 
dose so there would be no rattling, and 
hour alter hour we moved through the 
dreary dark, dropping down in the 
rotid to rest whom \er there was u stop. 
This is> the most exasperating sort of a 
inarch, and the men were in 110 pleas- 
ant mood when It began to grow lipht. 


"Any 
night march is very trying 


The natural Inclination Is to go for- 
waid ns rapidly as possible. The men 
vdio set the pace In front are suddenlj 
baited, nnd the men following crowd 
upon them, expecting that there will 
bo n. delay of only a minute. Instead 
there will be a delay of an hour, which 
to the men In the rear seems without 
n nsou or excuse. Then suddenly thcie 
will be a forward movement nt 
n, 


breakneck pace, then another halt 
without explanation, and a tlieaome 
standing in ranks. In this case there 
was the added bewilderment of follow- 
ing silently the cotton pods on the 
shoulders of the tile leaders, the exas- 
peration of sudden btops, and 
the 


further exasperation of bcinp com- 
pelled to keep crulet, so when daylight 
came the men were in a swearing 
mood, and they swore. 


"It vvns the habit with all men. par- 


ticularly if they were themselves in- 
clined to oxcesb.es, to be very severe 
upon oflieors who became intoxicated. 
Nothing gave them so much satisfac 
tiou as to lind nn officer drunk along 
the lino of march and to indulge in 
bovere comments. With the coming of 
daj lipht the rule ns to silence was sus- 
pended, as the divisions were then 
going into position. As our regiment 
inarched rapidly to its appointed place 
we passed occasionally a sleeping ofll- 
cer. Every time the boys would re- 
mark, 'Another officer drunk.' As we 
approached the main lino wo passed an 
officer asleep In a fence corner. Some 
fellow 
in 
our 
company 
shouted, 


'There's another officer drunk.' 


"The men were> greatly surprised to 


ROO the sleeping figure assume a sit 
ting posture and to hear the voice of 
General William T. Sherman say, not 
unkindly, 'No, boys, hot drunk, but 
terribly tired and sleepy.' 
Instantly 


came the reply, 'Bully for you!' and 
the men went forward into lino feeling 
H-kinship with their commanding gen- 
>ral. lie had not resented the remark, 
ie had not sworn at the- men who 
made It, but ho offered the excuse 
which they would have offered, that 
they were tired nnd sleepy. 
These 


two anecdotes explain why Sherman 
was HO near to his men. lie would not 
nee a man or n mule abused, and ho 
held himself a« a commanding general 
to a close Kjmpnlhy with the men in 
Urn ranks who were to fight his bat- 


Te»me«»ee People Who dul 


BveMe Descent. 


The most peculiar people among the 


mountaineers of Tennessee are the 
Malungeons. They are copper colored, 
with high cbeel* bones, straight noses, 
black hair, rather coarse, black eyes, 
and have more intelligence than the 
ordinary mountaineers. 


Their color and their customs have 


caused them a great deal of trouble. 
The Malungeons number between 400 
and 500. 
They live on Black Kater 


creek, In Hancock county, and they 
have been in that section more than 
100 years. 
The records of Hancock 


county show that their ancestors came 
to Powell's valley as early as 1780, 
when they took up lands on Black 
Water. Tradition says they held aloof 
from the white settlers and spoke a 
strange language, which none of the 
pioneers understood. 
Some of them 


could speak broken English, and by 
this means communicated with the 
white merchants to the extent of buj- 
ing arms and ammunition and other 
supplies which they could not procure 
in the valleys of their mountain homes. 


Before the war the Malungeons had 


a hard tlm« in obtaining the right to 
vote and to send their children to the 
public schools. The white citizens de- 
clared that they were negroes, and the 
matter was finally carried Into the 
courts. It developed that the ancestois 
of these people emigrated to America 
about 100 years ago from the interior 
of Portugal, and had spent some time 
in South Carolina before going to Ten- 
nessee. They declared on the w Itness 
stand that there was not a drop of 
nepro blood in tluir veins, and after 
long nnd tedious litigation they were 
allowed to vote and send their children 
to s< hool 


When the war broke out in 1861, the 


Maluugeons espoused the cause of the 
Union. After the war closed and the 
Malungeons returned to their old pur- 
biiits they fqund that the government 
was Intelfcring with one oC their chief 
industries—making whisky. They had 
been distillers back in South Carolina, 
and some of the earliest stills in Ten- 
nessee vvoie brought by their ancestors 
over the mountains from their original 
settlement. They killed revenue otli- 
cers, just as the other mountaineers 
did, 
for disturbing their stills 
Of late 


years, however, the lovenuc men have 
been so persistent in the work of de- 
strojmg the illicit traffic that the Ma- 
luugeons have sold but little whisky 
openly. They still make moonshine 
whisky, but they have adopted the art- 
ful, 
dodging tactics of the other mooii- 


ehiners of the Tennessee and Kentucky 
mountains, and it is rare that one of 
the lace Is caught 
So far as known 


not one of the Malunpeons has ever 
ridden on a train. 


Their deep, religious natme is the 


most striking of all their chnr.'u tetis- 
ties. During their meetings they v\ill 
siiip and sliout until almost beside 
themsehes with relicious fervor. One 
of the patriarchs of the Malungeous 
wsis Uncle Yard Collins 
Many rears 


ago a noted church bishop wns tiavel- 
Insj through the Black Water'district, 
lie accidentally came to Uncle Yard's 
house and asked to stay overnight 
with him, a privilege readily granted 
Vi hen he told the old man he w*as a 
preacher, the patriarch said he would 
like to hear him preach. The bishop 
uquiied where the congregation would 
come fiom. For answer his host took 
a long dinner horn from its racfc and, 
poing outdoors, blew several shrill 
blasts. Within an hour 100 people had 
assembled ana showed great interest 
In the sermon. 


The Malunpeons were Whigs before 


the war, and since then have voted the 
Republican ticket Their customs have 
not changed in 200 years. They still 
live in ouo roomed log cabins and use 
the old fashioned, long barreled rifle, 
which hangs over every door. They 
are waim hearted and hospitable, and, 
it is claimed, make the purest moun- 
tain brandy to be found. The family 
names are Gibson, Mulllns, Collins, 
Wilkms and a few others.—Special Coi. 
Chicago Record.

"There is, 
without a doubt, something about the 
work, aside from its possible profits, 
that draws men into it and beeps them 
there at tbe sacrifice of almost every- 
thing that would appea? to make life 
worth living. 'Once a counterfeiter al- 
ways a counterfeiter* Is an axiom in 
the secret service, and it is borne out 
by facts. 


"Yet counterfeiting would s^m, on 


the surface, to be one of the lea&t at- 
tractive branches of crime It involves 
an immense amount of hard work, ac- 
companied, as a rule, by exposure and 
privation, and 'there is not one single 
case on record in which a maker or 
'shover1 of the 'queer' retired in peace 
with anything like a competence. In- 
deed, there are very few known in- 
stances in which a counterfeiter ever 
made as much as $3,000 out of the,

The First Monrnlttff Paper.

Curing 'Wart* 1>r Saffffestlon. 


Among the curiosities of disease 


which puthoJogists must somehow ex- 
plain and put in line with their other 
obscn ations before they can dogmatize 
as to tho permanence of organic 
changes is the disappearance of warts, 
often apparently under nervous influ- 
ences of the character of suggestion. 
As is well known, the stories about 
warts and. their cure by strange de- 
vices are infinite, and in many cases 
ore so strange that it is only on the 
hypothesis of suggestion that they can 
be explained or even believed. Need- 
less lo say, however, the theory that 
such solid and obvious overgrowths as 
warty masses can be made to shrivel 
and die off under the influence of such 
a mental process as suggestion has 
bearings which reach far and can hard- 
ly be limited to wartsialone. 


A case is related by Dr. Dibble Staple 


of a girl 15 years old who had ft large 
number of warts on both her hands 
She had counted ns mnny as 04 on the 
right hand. Having read in one of the 
medical Journals that n. number ol 
warts had been curcd.-by vaccination 
the doctor dcterminoSfSvith the con 
sent of her relatives, to give the plan 
a trial. Ho therefore rovacclnated the 
patient on June 1. The vaccination 
was successful, but no effect was pro 
duc<vd on the warts until seven weeks 
after, when they gradually disappear 
ed. leading temporary white spot*, ant 
when she wn» H<XJU on Aug. 80 ahe h*< 
r-D trace of them.—J/vtrton TlosultaJ.

All Chinese houses arc hidden from 


passersby in the street by high, blanic 
v.-alls, while ou encli sithi of the en- 
trance arc the stables a.ud the apart- 
ments set apart for the gatekeeper 
and other servants. lu China the niulo 
takes the place of the horse, and near 
the door of the courtyard a vrell 
groomed, well fed mule will generally 
be found hitched to au iron ring in the 
wall, this being the aiihunl which the 
master either rides or harnesses to his 
cart. When a visitor is expected after 
accepting an invitation, if the hostess 
and her claughter-in-law are not iu 
waiting to receive the guests, there arc 
sure to be half a dozen women Rei'v- 
ants, while the family v.-ill be in wait- 
ing in the court beyond. They will be 
dressed in tlioir finest apparel, rich 
silks, magnificently embroidered, with 
the hair elaborately dressed and adorn- 
ed with jewels, and bearing rich silver 
and gilt fans, also much decked with 
jewels. 
Ou entering the guest ad- 


dresses the mother-in-law first and 
afterward the other ladies, tho visitor. 
if a woman, being welcomed iu the 
Chinese fashion— by placing oac closed 
hand upon, the other and moving it up 
and down. If the children have been 
brought out for inspection, as is very 
;euerally the case, they will be drawn 
up ia line and will jrroot the visitor 
with a pretty and graceful courtesy. 


As a rule, Chinese children will be 


found extremely pleasing and attract- 
ive, their quaint and fascinating lit- 
tle drosses, jackets and trousers, winch 
suit their dark skins and bright eyes 
so admirably, lending much to the gyu- 
cral, happy effect. 
A Chinese hoiuc- 


hoid is a community in which the par- 
ents are the head, over which the m.vtli- 
cr rules with a rod of iron. Each son 
must bring his wlfu, to his mother's 
house on his marriage, and he mu.-t 
there remain with his growing family. 
Until she is fortunate enough to givo 
birth to a son the position of the 
daughter-in-law Is very much like that 
of an upper servant, her life being fre- 
quently one of the greatest misery. The 
best rooms of tho houses face the 
south, and these are occupied by the 
mother-in-law, hlic having usually n 
suit of apartments with reception, dln- 
iug and lied rooms, wlii^h arc separated 
by handsomely carved screens. 
The 


liooring is of brick or stone and un- 
covered, this buing even the case iu the 
emperor's palaces. What is more, it is 
seldom clean aud is made the reposi- 
tory for all sorts of rubbish, being care- 
fully swept, however-, •uheu a visitor is 
expect ed. 


In the reception room of a well to do 


Chinese house a handsome table is 
usually found placed against the wall 
opposite tho door, with a chair ou each 
.•side, while around arc cabinets filled 
TVilh bronze and porcelain. Iu the bed- 
room a k'aug, or oven bed, occupies 
more Ihau half the space, and ou this 
bed the Chinese woman spends more 
than half her existence, sewing, eating 
and gossiping thereon, and at each end 
of this bedstead arc carved wardrobes. 
The dining room is separated from the 
reception room by a solid wall and nut 
by screens, as in the other apartments, 
while it must be reached by going out 
of doors, although it is under tb<» same 
roof. The furniture consists of a high, 
square table, with two or more poli«h- 
ed and none too comfortable looking 
chairs, side tables for the serving of 
the many dishes which go to form the 
meal, and upon the wall inscriptions in 
Chinese characters. 


Oa the threshold the hostess steps on 


one side and entreats' her guest to en- 
ter, which the latter, to be polite, must 
strenuously 
refuse, requesting her 


hostess to precede her. This little bit 
of Chinese etiquette can be prolonged 
for some time, when of course the 
guest enters first, as was originally 
intended. 
She Is then conducted to 


the place of honor, this being the chair 
at the right of the table, which she 
must at first refuse, repeating the 
previous 
meaningless 
performance, 


ending by occupying the place. 
Pipes 


are then brought in, but if the visitor 
is a foreigner and docs not smoke tho 
hostess foregoes her accustomed puff. 
Presently tea is brought in, clear as 
amber, flavored with flowers and serv- 
ed without sugar or cream. 


With it are served delicate small 


cakes, sweetmeats, candied fruits, red 
fruit marmalade pressed into small 
squares and walnuts browned in hot 
oil and dipped In sirup. What is con- 
sidered vulgar in England is considered 
polite in China, for during the meal 
the guest must smack her lips to show 
the meal is appreciated. Very few are 
educated, the great majority being 
able to neither write nor read. Proba- 
bly first of all the guest will be asked 
her age, for the Chinese ask the most 
pointed and personal questions. 
The; 


older she is the more admirable will 
she appear in the eyes of her hostess, 
for youth in China does not gain much 
respect. 
Tl»c hostess will then want 


to know if her parents are living, how 
many brothers and sisters she has, and 
from these Inquiries will pass on to 
dress, any peculiarities in tho visitor's 
toilet being carefully noted, nnd thn 
jewelry, lace and ribbons are religious- 
ly examined nnd admired, all thnt the. 
visitor possesses being extravagantly 
praised nnd the belongings of 
tltn 


hostess correspondingly 
depreciated. 


At the close of tho visit the Inner will 
Insist upon accompanying nor visitor 
to tbc outer court, which of course sho 
must be Implored not to (Jo, but which 
she does lu the end, all the smno, final- 
ly shaking hands Chinese 
fashion, 


after which the visitor outers her cnrt 
arid drives awny.— London Hovmcholrt

I found, by 
inquiring of those who knew, that the 
men there received a better average 
of pay than mine, tor the reason that 
they have a longer season and turther- 
more have a chance to do work on 
other lines than on coal.
